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Current Educational Notes

Bishop Conaty. the recent death the Right Re- 
verend Thomas Conaty, D., Bishop Los Angeles, 
the cause Catholic education has sustained im- 
measurable loss. have had more “militant” educa- 
tionalists, more narrowly-trained educational specialists, 
more voluminous writers and more widely heralded lec- 
turers education subjects; but seriously 
doubted if, all, the Catholic Church this country 
has produced another man with Bishop Conaty’s enlight- 
ened enthusiasm for Christian education and with his in- 
timate knowledge every phase our educational work. 

Bishop Conaty knew Catholic education thoroughly 
from the primary school the university. young 
priest New England identified himself with the work 
our preparatory schools and did much improve con- 
ditions parochial education. His subsequent appoint- 
ment the responsible position the 
rectorship the Catholic University 
sufficient commentary his tact, ideals 
and scolarly equipment. After taking 
his espiscopal responsibilities South- 
ern California came into close touch 
with the smaller colleges and the secon- 
dary schools which the Goldn State 
justly proud, and since his advent 
Angeles the work the Catholic 
schools the Far West has broadened 
and deepened and taken increased 
vitality. 

Nothing pertaining education was 
foreign Bishop Conaty. Even during 
the last few years when the weight 
age and illness stooped his shoulders al- 
bowed pastoral care, was 
omniverous reader books and maga- 
zines pertaining class work and peda- 
gogy. long and singularly 
well filled life his pen was unremittingly 
active the cause. One the most 
gifted and polished public speakers that 
the American hierarchy has produced, 
was ever eager discuss, from pul- 
pit and from platform, the principles underlying the Cath- 
olic attitude toward schooling and the practical demonstra- 
tions those principles. Teachers and school officials 
were among his most intimate and cherished friends. 

Bishop Conaty was constructive educator. was 
not that unwise minority who think the Catholic cause 
advanced attacks, often unwarranted and always un- 
necessary, the public school system. Rather, con- 
centrated all his efforts reconciling, whenever possible, 
the ideals the public and the parochial schools. The re- 
sult was that, the city Los Angeles elsewhere, Bis- 
hop Conaty was repeated Catholic and non-Catholic 
alike leading figure the community, and public 
was considered complete without his kindly pres- 
ence and inspiring words. From time time respond- 
invitations lecture before public school teachers 
and before public school children, and invariably his efforts 
resulted better understanding the Catholic position 


and more comprehensive sympathy with Catholic aims. 

see Bishop Conaty, the educator, his best, one 
must have been present the anual institute for Catholic 
teachers held Santa Monica, pretty little town the 
ocean shore few miles west Los Angeles. All day 
long during the week the institute, Bishop Conaty was 
attendance. His opening address was inspiration, 
his closing words benediction and prayer. After every 
lecture, after every demonstration class, Bishop Conaty 
arose and lead the discussion. Let the subject what 
might—music oin the primary grades, high school history, 
calisthenics, eighth grade composition, the teaching 
Christian Doctrine—he was prepared give clear sum- 
mary the speaker’s views and add sage comments 
his own that often enough were more pertinent and in- 
spiring than the words the specialist who had just va- 
cated the platform. 

The death Bishop Conaty more than loss the 
cause Catholic education. When God took unto Him- 
self the the City the Angels, 
hundreds Catholic teachersa scores public school 
teachers suffered personal bereavement, for many 
us, all parts the country, Bishop Conaty was kind 
hundreds Catholic teachers and scores 
public school teachers suffered per- 
sonal bereavement, for many us, 
all parts the country, Bishop Conaty 
was kind and helpful friend. The per- 
sonal memory his clear, bright intel- 
lect, his manly piety and his clearly de- 
fined ideals will live after him; his name, 
even after the passing years, will loom 
large our educational annuals; but 
more than all else, the educational works 
plans conceived and fostered and made 
thrive will constitute his earthly 
crown and dazzling white monument for 
and for the men and women who are 
destined take our work future 
years. 

The Gary Schools. Mr. Wirt’s ten 
years intelligent experimentation 
the schools Gary, Indiana, have borne 
impressive fruit the excellent results 
achieved. Gary industrial center 
and the population largely drifting 
population. Mr. Wirt’s problem was 
prepare the children the factory work- 
ers worthy citizens and workers, 
And this problem proceeded solve such fashion 
that the influence the Gary schools extends the fac- 
tories and the workers themselves. 

The Gary plan one that would strike terror into the 
heart the educational stand-patter. flings aside the 
traditional school methods and the traditional school 
curriculum. The children study books, but they study 
more than books; and—what, think, really distinctive 
the Gary plan—book work and shop work are not 
isolated, even antagonistic units, but are recognized 
the complement one the other. Part the school 


day, for instance, spent the carpenter shop where 
the boys make the desks destined for class use; the girls 
take hand selecting and preparing the food served 
the school luncheon; students bookkeeping keep the 
school accounts; the classes mathematics carry their 
theory into practice laying out the school playgrounds. 

The Gary schools have attracted attention, not because 
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the principle upon which they are conducted, but be- 
cause the extent which that principle has been 
successfully applied. Mr. Wirt’s departures from the 
conventional school curriculum not constitute model 
for all our schools everywhere, for the Gary plan 
frankly intended face the peculiar Gary conditions; 
but they constitute inspiration for those schools 
which, account extreme conservatism and spineless 
inertness, are keeping the child belief that the class- 
room place torture and that books have nothing 
common with life. 

The Gary schools, too, have little sermon preach 
those who hold the teaching traditions our 
various congregations regard. Pedagogy 
is, and must be, flexible thing; and the fact that pious 
and enlightened men and women favored certain method 
two hundred years ago proof that the same method 
ought blindly accepted pious and enlightened 
men and women today. true school methods 
other things that the letter killeth and the spirit giveth 
life. literal conformity the pedagogical procedure 
of, let say, French educational experiment the 
reign Louis XIV, not all likely help the teacher 
inspire the pupils school twentieth century 
America. Extreme radicalism, course, evil; but 
our Catholic schools and our Catholic teaching orders are 
not likely suffer from radicalism. The real danger 
that are all too prone wear dead men’s shoes. 

This thing that calls for intelligent discrimination. 
Some pedagogical principles are susceptible applica- 
tion all times and all manner schools; but the 
application them must differ greatly according time 
and circumstances and general environment. our 
educational work could only take our all-sufficient 
model the Eternal Church God, the Church which, 
while not sacrificing one jot title her essential 
teaching, nevertheless approaches every age and every 
problem along the avenue best calculated secure the de- 
sired result, should less timid about introducing 
innovations and should more firmly attached 
the great and unchanging aims our teaching aposto- 
late. 

Much Good Thing. many have seen 
days,” sighs the astute Montaigne, “by over- 
greedy desire knowledge become were foolish! 
Carneades was deeply plunged, and may say be- 
sotted it, that could never have leisure cut his 
hair pare his Yes, milord! shockingly 
easy become “besotted” anything. One may learn 
much that way, along few narrow lines; but pays 
the penalty the form straitened interests and limited 
physics, philology, pedagogy piety—invariably repels. 
Experience shows that the ideal teacher the man with 
wide range interests. 

Synopsis Christian Doctrine. The conscientious 
teacher Christian Doctrine plans his work advance 
for the year and divides his subject matter into sections 
for each month and week and day. The wise teacher does 
that and more; likewise discloses his plans his 
pupils. 

Here have one use the tabular synopsis. Let 
suppose that next week our study plan calls for lessons 
Sin and Its Kinds. The work will facilitated if, 
the first opportunity, place the blackboard the fol- 
lowing diagram:

About Questions. Lo, the inspector cometh and 
saith unto the young teacher: “Go to; question thy pupils 
much.” And goeth forth again; and the young teacher 
sadly waggeth his head and saith unto himself: “But, 
alas, man showeth how question.” 

question sometimes order test the existing 
knowledge our pupils, sometimes lead them dis- 
cover truths. the second case, follow the Socratic 
method. Now, the Socratic method, for all its seeming 
ease and ingenuousness, reality one the most 
difficult arts—so difficult, indeed, that not even 
venture talk about here. 


But concerning the question designed text the ex- 
isting knowledge our pupils, few simple principles 
should kept mind. good question should 
short, clear, simple and specific. The young teacher, and 
every other teacher, should avoid the long question, es- 
pecially demands only brief answer. Undesirable 
the question that may answered simple affirma- 
tion negation. Also, the ambiguous question taboo. 
good example the ambigous question is: 
obliged hear Mass?” Opposed the ideal sim- 
plicity the double question, like: and how did 
Longfellow write Ordinarily, too, 
should avoid the vague question: “What you know 
about George Washington?” 

The ideal question demands relatively short answer, 
which respect differs from set topic synoptical 
review. And the ideal answer, like the ideal question, 
should simple, clear and specific. The right sort 
questions will stimulate the right sort answers. When 
questions are asked series—as “rapid fire” review 
—there should method and order the teacher’s pro- 
cedure. is, say the least, inconsistent strive for 
week month impart logical habits thought and 
then the review examination ask questions un- 
related illogically related make consecutive 
thought impossible. Often the most backward child will 
hit upon the answer random question, seemingly 
accident; sure test the intellectual development 
child the degree thoroughness with which can 
follow carefully graduated series questions with 
proportionally graduated series answers. 

Slowly Here. For several years past the attention 
teachers has been called the advisability using 
current magazines and newspapers the classroom. 
particular, the worth such publications The Literary 
Digest has been stressed; and there are several little 
papers published solely for use schools. Our Catholic 
teachers have been advised make the diocesan Catho- 
lic paper integral part the class curriculum; and 
some them have done so. 

The use magazine the pupils class cer- 
tainly very good thing for the magazine, and were 
the business manager paper—Catholic secular— 
devoted current topics, should certainly find several 
strong arguments urging its adoption every class 
every school the land. But, from viewpoint 
teacher, justified urging the same measure? 

Frankly, think not. The weekly magazine, 
efficient, must deal mainly, not entirely, with current 
problems—with problems, that say, that for the most 
part will dead and forgotten two months hence. Who 
that has looked over last year’s files The Literary 
Digest America but has found himself raking among 
the dry bones unimportant issues and now irrelevant 
controversies? part our duty educators 
bring our pupils into vital touch with facts, but they 
ought facts more than passing interest. 
opposed the use current magazines the class- 
room because they unduly stress the ephemeral and form 
the pupils false sense proportion. There are other 
reasons, too. 

This does not mean that any reasonable being could 
object the pupils’ reading weekly magazines, much 
less their subscribing for them. The children, the con- 
trary, should encouraged read the better class 
current periodicals—especially our Catholic diocesan 
papers and magazines like The Rosary, The Magnificat 
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and Extension; but such reading, though might 
profitably correlated with class should not part 
the class work itself. 

What our readers think this subject? should 
pleased have exchange views, especially 
the part those who have used magazines class. 

Literary Analysis. ‘Tearing flower pieces may, 
under favorable conditions,. scientific process, and 
may tearing book pieces; but analysis, though 
often necessary adjunct literary study, not 
literary study itself. Woe the class that taught 
end its labors there. Literature deals with the finer es- 
sence, the soul things. says Bacon, “is the 
best part beauty which picture cannot express.”

OBSERVATIONS CHARACTER BUILDING.

all the tasks set before the teacher, the education 
and management character the most important. 
Where are begin? sure all times wish 
that there were formulas for solving this problem 
character building there are for square root and quad- 
ratus. But idle wish. Although character not 
solvable the law mathematics, not for that rea- 
son beyond the law. While not precise and exact 
mathematical laws, have laws that are sufficiently defi- 
nite enable point out special steps that will aid 
character building. 

Among the most important these are self-inspection, 
self-improvement, and high ideals. One the first steps 
character building self-examination. evident 
must know ourselves before can take any rational 
steps toward self-culture. man should take honest 
inventory his abilities—physical and mental—in order 
that may know his weaknesses well his capa- 
bilities. This self-analysis often difficult and disagree- 
able, but the one who has not the courage make 
lacking one the essentials elements character. 

Another step self-improvement. attain few de- 
sirable things life from which not make strong 
and earnest effort. The prizes the world are not in- 
discriminately bestowed, but are won intelligent and 
continued striving, often against the most disheartening 
odds; and this applies character well position, 
wealth, learning. knew the soul history the 
men and women call geniuses, should surprised 
learn through what labor and struggles, defeats and 
despondencies, many them worked out their successes. 
The primary condition self-improvement desire for 
it. Desire, however, only the beginning value 
must work itself out action; and action, effec- 
tive, must guided intellect. 

High ideals have wonderful influence character 
building. you know the ideals man, you have the 
key his character. “As man thinketh his heart 
is,” the law and the gospel character building. 
Not the precepts conduct which may learn, but the 
ideals life which cherish, will determine the nature 
the edifice which call character. 

Whether look the problem character building 
from the standpoint the history observation from 
our own personal experience, borne upon us, that 
worthy character not gratuitous gift God, nor 
chance product fortunate circumstances. the 
contrary, achievement attained only through cour- 
ageous and continued effort. While not possible 
all the same degree, possible for all some de- 
gree. achieve strong character for himself, and 
assist others achieve it, should the supreme effort 
every teacher.

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VOCATIONAL EDUCATION.

The Elementary school must, like all factors edu- 
cation, prepare the pupil for life supplying him with 
these fundamental qualifications which are essential his 
development and future success. The simple life by- 
gone ages had but few demands training; the compli- 
cated conditions the present day require proportion- 
ately more school training. bring the school 
harmony with modern life, supply the demand from 
pedagogical stand-point has been the question late 
years. Theories and methods from Froebel Montes- 
sori were employed but failed supply the demand; dif- 
ferent ideas were tried, but all turned out fads. 

Lo, the practical American sense comes our rescue. 
Why bother with things which are waste time, 
easily forgotten, and offer little return? Why not 
make education dollar-producing from the very start? 
Yes, not the absence higher ideal? have heard 
read the exotic venture, “the working school.” The 
idéa was new and close our ideal—great factors 
with us—and soon there was general cry: Eureka: 
Manual, industrial, vocational training! 

But, (1) Has the present program the three R’s be- 
come less important? (2) Can the mission the 
common school also industrial school? These 
questions are well worth considering, because there 
danger that the advocates industrial education are 
carried extremes the impetus their zeal. The 
school should not experimental ground for untried 
theories. The American school has suffered much 
already frills and fads that wisdom should counsel 
“make haste slowly.” 

The Germans, the foremost promoters technical 
training, have found very little place for the Manual train- 
ing and domestic arts the elementary schools because 
they believe that they would crowd out other branches 
that are necessary for child. Besides, they see the im- 
possibility giving preparation for the trades the 
elementary schools, and have therefore established indus- 
trial and trade schools which admit pupils only after hav- 
ing the elementary school the age about 

16, 

common school education, knowledge the ele- 
mentary branches, necessary for every man, but indis- 
pensible for the industrial worker, and his proficiency 
the three R’s may not the primitive kind. the 
primary object the common school give this pro- 
ficiency the elementary branches; but the great cry 
now-a-days that the common school does not fill this 
demand, for only comparatively very small percent 
pupils finish the 8th grade. 

Verily, the inefficiency the elementary branches, 
which has caused all the complaints about the common 
school. The business man has reproach for the common 
school, because the applicant wanting the most ele- 
mentary school branches; the high school complains about 
the common school because the failure the most 
fundamental knowledge. not probable that ever 
hear complaints that boy leaving school fourteen 
more can not handle the hammer, the file, the saw, the 
brush, etc.; but the efficiency the elementary branches 
will ever primordial demand account their 
universal application and importance. Let now ex- 
amine the question: What place has vocational educa- 
tion the elementary school? 

The Germans, the authors vocational education 
not combine the trade-school with the elementary school 
for the simple reason that the school cannot serve two 
masters. They not believe that justice can done 
both branches and therefore continue teach the in- 
despensible elementary branches; but they teach these 
elementary branches with the ever present object 
greater utility. Still, are told that industrial training 
done German schools. The facts are the following: 
Certain handiworks which are general usefulness, 
needle-work for girls, arboriculture for boys, industries 
peculiar certain districts, toy-making which every 
family factory and where children could helpful 
their parents—subjects like these were given due atten- 
tion long before there was talk industrial training— 
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because the German schools are primarily schools for the 
people—Volks-schulen. late the great promotor Ker- 
schensteiner was given liberty introduce manual train- 
ing experimentally into the schools Munich. 
this question anything but Ger- 
many. revert often the practices Germany be- 
cause that country considered the standard every- 
thing that educational. 

this country are rule sensitive about our 
characteristics, but this subject swallow everything, 
bulk and bone. The common elementary school being 
the school the whole people cannot specialize but must 
rather generalize benefit all. The limited time and ex- 
perience the pupils not allow program beyond 
the present sphere. After all, life practical school 
and its most successful scholars are our self-made men, 
for school-training can equal the self-help, the innate 
knack which the source the greatest success. 

There need the common school being in- 
dustrial school. Let the school practical, let there 
correlation between the methods teaching the 
special needs the time locality and common schools 
will fill their mission. The common school must give 
training which all are benefitted which necessary 
for all. This fundamental and general training the 
three R’s and their application, and industrial training 
can substitute that. fact modern industrial training 
without the common school branches for the foundation 
impossible. 

seems the leading idea this avocational 
training movement that the common school become 
school apprentices for the different trades, and that 
pupils graduated full-fledged tradesmen, able an- 
swer all the varying demands 
(Strange inconsistency: The child below fourteen should 
learn work, but may not work till sixteen.) 

this possible? Who could discern the different apti- 
tudes young children and put each the proper voca- 
tion? Such appointment future careers would mean 
the creation Egyptian castes, method contrary 
modern ideas individualism education. The num- 
ber trades that could taught necessarily very 
limited. 

the beginnings our very expensive manual-train- 
ing-schools have demonstrated anything, the failure 
launching their pupils How many con- 
tinue the work they started? Very few—if any. 

The real mechanics not care for them. They know 
that the work can learned only practical experience. 
them these manual-training-pupils are like kinder- 
garten pupils—who have learned play. 

were easy quote authorities support these 
arguments, but for brevity sake quote only one our 
captains industry, Mr. Donnelly Chicago. says: 
“The accepted conclusion that vocational education 
should become integral part our public school sys- 
tem, and the popular opinion seems that the near 
future manufacturers and merchants are have turn- 
out for from the schools race embryo mechanics, 
clerks and executives, who will settle for all time the 
question competent employes. have fight with 
this dream the school-master and the professional 
dilettante social reformer. hope that time their dream 
may realized, but practical experience with the 
problems training boys for the trades convinces 
that for the present, least, such program ex- 
tremely visionary, and that before this present general 
program industrial education succeeds, there are years 
floundering and disappointment before us. have 
all made the grave miscalculation that our democratic, 
politic-ridden public school system the equivalent 
effectiveness the systems Germany. 

Upon manufacturers, and other business enterprises, 
who are conducting training schools our own expense, 
rests the responsibility establishing vocational educa- 
tion successful basis this country.” 

Edwin Cooley, former superintendent the public 
schools Chicago, being sent the business men 
Chicago Europe study and report vocational edu- 
writes the concluding remarks his noted book 
follows: “It would difficult over-estimate the 
value our system elementary schools. The general 
education given them the necessary basis all 


vocations—academic industrial. While 
are need improvement, and probably will the 
future devote greater attention the training 
and hand, this training should given account 
pedagogical importance rather than its vocational 
utility. The eight years general training the elemen- 
tary school system should not shortened make room 
for any scheme vocational training. Any attempt 
substitute for this training for mere skill, and instruc- 
tion concerning machinery and processes production 
will apt hinder the development the mental 
powers.” 

claimed that industrial training develops the 
senses and gives technic the limbs. “Train head, heart 
and hand.” phase that has alliteration but correla- 
tion. The basic principle that training through the eye 
the most effective method training. But, who makes 
object the mere drill the senses and the technic 
the limbs when many real wants tax our energy? 
Moreover, many pupils would hampered entering 
higher schools having applied themselves manual train- 
ing and lost time. 


Industrial training, out now the elementary 
schools this country fad and failure—a socialistic 
notion. the tendency the day put the work 
and responsibility the school state. easy: 
legislate and appropriate, and expect the machine 
the rest. Roosevelt calls this: “The Cuckoo Type 
Training.” 

are radically and dangerously altering the basis 
the common school education America; are greatly 
enlarging its activities and are thus menacing its effici- 
ency; are putting too often the place the par- 
ent, and then seek have the school for these pupils 
what only the higher ideals and the christian aim life 
can do. 

Industrial training, vocational education, for the com- 
mon schools here. use discussing the fact, for 
fact not theory, and have reckon with it. 
cannot ignore the dilemma. The state has ample 
means supply the common schools with all they ask 
for the purpose equipment. Should we, can the 
same for our Catholic schools? Some few our parishes 
have done it, but most have strained already the limit 
their ability. The situation looks like the Gordian 
knot, and would treat such. would make use 
what the state offers, try gain the good will the re- 
spective authorities, and make use possible safe-guard 
for the Catholic children. Lessons manual training 
are given rule only the upper grades our ele- 
mentary schools and only certain days and hours 
the week. There seems very little room for bad 
influence working classes. The more concrete problems 
the workshop fasten the attention the pupil and give 
scarcely any chance for reflection which might detri- 
mental the Catholic child. Father Faber writes one 
his books that there good the hustle and bustle 
this life distracting the mind from evil thoughts. 
The experience our children make there the contract 
with others transition future situations. The fear 
about state-interference paternalism seems re- 
mote. The new situation would scarcely bring new 
burden. Constant watchfulness will, like things else, 
secure our rights. 


have come the conclusion that the elementary 
school can not should not take vocational educa- 
tion. This, would seem, answers our inquiry. Yet, 
feel that our dissertation vocational education not 
complete. have treated the “Con” but not the “Pro.” 
The saying: “Two sides question” certainly applies 
here too. have used the designations manual, industrial, 
vocational, rather promiscuously because none applied ex- 
clusively thus far. exact, come clear under- 
standing our subject shall now speak Vocational 
Education. According generally accepted nomencla- 
ture vocational education that form education whose 
controlling purpose fit for useful and efficient service 
agriculture, trades and industries, occupations con- 
nected with the household, and which given the in- 
dividual who has already indicated occupational aim 
life, which aim this particular form training de- 
signed meet.” 
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The difference between the above mentioned designa- 
tions is, that vocational specializes, manual and industrial 
generalize. The latter two may preparation for the 
first. 

Vocational education is, therefore, the training one 
certain trade, one certain branch industry. need 
not speak vocation; the importance that point 
familiar all us. 

Whilst not believe vocational education the 
elementary school, not even possibility, have full 
faith real vocational education. Whilst any such ven- 
ture the elementary school has been failure and 
farce, the real vocational school fills demand and stands 
for efficiency. What vocational training? Vocational 
training that method which combines the acquisition 
the practice and the theory certain trade. The pupil 
therefore apprentice certain trade. Whilst the 
apprentice acquires the practical manual technic 
trade industry, gets also time study the more 
theoretical side of-that trade. have revert again 
our former source for information and illustration.

They 
avoid placing children with employers unsatisfactory 
character, and strive foster skilled manual labor, 
preventing the drift into casual and unskilled occupations. 
The bureau co-operates with the elementary school giv- 
ing counsel and advice young people choosing voca- 
tion; and with the vocational school protecting children 
against their parents and themselves, and sometimes 
against individual employers. 

From this Bureau information can obtained the 
character employers, and the likelihood their 
their responsibilities towards the boys. The 
Bureau endeavors prevent the drift into the over- 
crowded ranks errand boys and clerks, and prevent 


the unscrupulous exploiting child-labor. The purpose 
this Bureau enable the boy become skilled la- 
borer, and this treated matter public interest 
rather than one concerning individuals only. 

The Labor Bureaus Germany experiences the same 
difficulties that have America. Families often are 
anxious put their children where they can earn some- 
thing immediately, rather than into apprenticeship, where 
little nothing can earned for some time. The Bureau 
makes special effort avoid sacrifices the boys 
encouraging them enter into skilled labor.

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LEARNING THROUGH PLAY. 
Peter Dykema, Lecttirer Festivals, 
University Wisconsin. 

“Oh what can today? are tired lessons, 
our play-things are broken, have read all our story 
books two three times, there nothing and see, 
and don’t know what do!” 

Have you ever heard anything like that,—mothers, 
fathers, and teachers? you, the home, the 
school, the play-ground, picnic the many 
other places where children are, been loss for 
answer? 

for such occasions and for many others when 
children are taught that they will radiantly 
happy and deeply impressed, that the dramatic method 
teaching, lately acclaimed old method newly in- 
troduced, intended. 

Consider typical example.

ST. PHILIPS’ CHURCH, ARUN- 
DEL, ENGLAND. 

Like the late “Good Lord Shrews- 
bury,” the present Duke Norfolk, 
might well styled “the church 
builder,” for the fanes raised the 
glory God this devout noble- 
man are scattered and down Eng- 
land.

capital; indeed, good 
place for the boyhood 
home poet, for 
was surrounded 
beautiful green mead- 
ows and wood lands, 
skirted 
east the sparkling 
waters the famous 
Brandywine, often 
mentioned the writ- 
ings Riley. 
James Whitcomb Riley When Mr. Riley was 
fifteen years old, ceased attend the public schools 
his home town; and finally, obeying the wish his 
father, who was prominent attorney, began, like 
many other American men letters, study law. 

Law, however, did not prove alluring subject for 
boy bubbling over with poetry, not yet finding its 
way into rhyme and stanza but calling him insistently 
wood and field. 


One mid-summer day, when the air was hot and sultry, 
the little town was awakened the coming patent 
medicine and concert wagon. 

Law books were flung the winds, and young Riley 
found himself beating the bass drum for the medicine 
man. With farewells, the drum and Riley left Green- 
field together. All thru the summer months traveled 
with the show, “seeing for the first time. When 
fall came, found that was without means getting 
home for the winter; but, the aid bucket and 
brush, managed paint enough signs fences along 
the homeward path once more reach Greenfield. 


His first literary venture appeared little country 
newspaper. Thru the influence friend, was given 
the position local editor the Democrat, paper 
published Ind. had been regarded 
his friends bright and clever. Whatever demanded 
cleverness, whether sign painting, story telling, versi- 
fying, did with skill effectiveness far beyond 
his comrades; when went the staff the Dem- 
ocrat, “He brought with his verses,” one writer said, 
“all the wit with which had been accustomed regale 
his little circle friends; and the mock seriousness with 
which took himself and his paper made it, for 
time, more welcomed sheet Anderson households 
than would have been comic almanac.” 

All this was striving for better things. 
sent poem after poem magazines, only have them 
returned. was his name, believed, that prevented 


him from making his work felt with editors. “J. 
thought, was too great handicap for any 
man. was his conviction that could sign one 
his poems with the name some one famed literature, 
its reception would unquestionable. 

This assertion, made and received half jest, half 
earnest, gave rise very significant episode the 
life the young poet. made his decision, 
wrote poem, calling and signed the 
author’s name, “Edgar Allen Poe.” was sent 
the Kokomo Dispatch, and appeared August 1877, 
under the following head: 

“Posthumous Poetry” 

hitherto unpublished poem the lamented 
Edgar Allen Poe, written the fly leaf 
old book, now possession gentleman 
this city.” 

Leonainie was widely copied. From newspapers the 
story the “literary find” spread into more critical 
quarters. Article after article proof the genuine- 
ness Poe’s Leonainie appeared over the names 
well known critics. 

The presumptious youth weekly newspaper, who 
sought disclaim cast doubt that which men 
judgment accepted genuine, was himself engulfed, 
while his poem continued the rounds appre- 
ciative notice. This poem had certainly served its pur- 
poses; and even after Mr. Riley’s name was disclosed 
that the real author, they refused convinced. 
This marked the poet’s first step the ladder fame. 

1883 Mr. Riley’s first volume poems appeared, 
entitled “The Old Swimmin’ Hole” and “’Leven More 
Poems.” The poem “The Old Swimmin’ Hole” was 
literary gem and told the actual boyhood happen- 
ings this beautiful trysting spot. “The Old Swimmin’ 
Hole” was immortalized this poem, and today remains 
unchanged and used the youngsters the little 
city for their favorite pastime. the curiosity spot 
thousands tourists who pass thru Greenfield every 
year the National Road. 

1887 appeared “Afterwhiles,” followed “Pipes 
Pan Zekesburg.” The next year selection Mr. 
Riley’s poems was published England, under the title 
“Old Fashioned Roses.” 1890 “Rhymes Child- 
hood” appeared, and since that time hardly year has 
gone without some volume James Whitcomb Riley 
coming forth gladden the hearts his little admirers 
and his well-beloved fellow men. 1902 Mr. Riley 
received the degree Master Arts, from Yale; 
years later, from the University Pennsylvania, and 
1907 the degree Doctor Law, from Indiana Uni- 
versity.

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MAKING THE SCHOOL PLAN 


Christiana Mount, Grade Critic Teacher, New Jersey 


There are five formal steps teaching: the prepara- 
tion, presentation, generalizatian, summary and applica- 
tion. 


The making the plan the first step the prepara- 
tion work the teacher. Many teachers not believe 
plan. They have program the day’s work and 
follow mechanically. The architect engineer who 
attempted piece work without carefully planning 
would meet with poor results. The average teacher does 
not know how make plan. She confuses program 
with plan. The magazines say very little about it. 
there nothing new material method, teaching 
will lack interest the pupil and teacher. Old plans 
cannot used the subject matter grows, history; 
changes because new discoveries, wars, develop- 
ments countries. The children’s experiences vary. 
Some classes have excellent home conditions; others 
have only apologies for home. The class that poor 
arithmetic needs twice much time for that particular 
subject; children foreign districts need more time for 
language and reading. 

Some one has said that “Dirt misplaced matter.” 
that so, disorder misplaced activity. well ar- 
ranged plan foe disorder. The teacher who plans 
her work less mechanical. She saves time, for she 
knows exactly what she do. She knows what 
materials she needs, and selects them before school. 
She passes from one lesson another without loss 
time; nothing omitted. She has confidence herself 
and her pupils have confidence her. The plan 
the greatest value the substitute. enables her 
continue the teacher’s work and aids controlling the 
children, they soon learn that she requires the regular 
work from them. The best teacher feels the necessity 
daily plan. 

There great difference between the program, the 
plan and the progress book. 

The program brief arrangement the day’s work, 
with the time. For example: 

9-9:15—Morning Exercises. 

9:15-9:45—Arithmetic. 

9:45-9:55—Physical Training. 

9:55-10:15—Reading, etc.

Arithmetic—Concrete problems, oral development, 
read, find known, unknown, process, statement, analysis. 

The plan continues this way, stating manner 
presenting work and material needed. 

The progress book states the amount work covered 
date. 

not safe trust sudden inspiration instead 
carefully prepared plan. The teacher must prepare 
her questions, decide upon the materials used, and 
obtain the necessary references. 

The elements plan include thoro knowledge 
the subject, the difficulties encountered, organiza- 
tion and collection materials arouse thought, pro- 
vide for good questions. Provision should made for 
the assignment the next lesson. 

The foundation the plan the course study. 
presents the work all grades, the amount ground 
covered, the arrangement subjects and relations 
between them. 


The term plan states the amount, order and time limit 
each study. 


The daily plan gives the date, name recitation, time, 
aim, association, method presentation states 
whether the work oral written. 


The purpose the plan gives the first preparation, 
the manner studying. selects the main and 
difficult points and decides upon the way which these 
are presented the pupils. 

The Recitation—This provides for review, presen- 
tation new matter, and drill. 

impossible set time limit for the first days 
school, but definite work should planned. 

well take the oral, the new, the difficult work 
first, the mind receptive during the first hours 
the day. Lessons such writing and the collection 
material should given before recess dismissal. The 
work should planned that there change 
position, thus bringing different sets muscles into 
play. Oral work and standing, therefore 
the next lesson should written one. There should 
rest period between each lesson. This may consist 
physical training, deep breathing, song, motion 
poem, recitation simple rising and stretching. The 
ideal way for the pupils leave the room the 
close each hour. This gives opportunity for 
thoro ventilation the room, serves rest for the 
pupils, and enables them attack their studies with re- 
newed vigor. 

Ventilation—The room should ventilated thoroly 
before the pupils enter. The air room thus ven- 
tilated remains purer longer than room ventilated 
after the pupils enter. All windows opened little from 
the top and bottom,with the additional ventilating boards, 
the cold months, will provide purer air than one win- 
dow open all the way. 

Seat Work—There should ample seat work pro- 
vided for the pupils, that they may begin work 
soon they enter the room. This lessens the necessity 
for discipline and affords ample opportunity for drill. 
Care should taken that this seat work prepares for the 
new lesson, drills the old, promotes mental devel- 
opment. 

every healthy child there immense fund 
energy. this not directed into proper channels, 
will overflow into endless forms mischief. Work 
that assigned with purpose beyond keeping pupils 
out mischief worse than useless. wastes the time 
and effort the pupils. child busy with legitimate 
work becomes interested and learns habits mental 
discipline. 

For the beginners the seat work may consist match- 
ing colors, words sticks same length, serving, lay- 
ing patterns, measuring. 

The older pupils may build words associating 
phonograms with key letters, sing, wring, thing, etc., 
drilling the difficult combinations addition, mul- 
tiplication and subtraction. Present these many 
ways possible. 

The First Month—In making plan for the first 
month, least one-third the work the grade below 
should reviewed. This serves recall the work 
the pupils, forms basis for the new work, and assists 
pupils who have come from other schools. 

Correlate whenever possible. Every lesson should 
complete statement each time recites, his vocabulary 
will enlarged and correct habits speech performed. 
History, geography and reading should associated. 

the rural school, hygiene, drawing and writing may 
given the whole school once. Written spelling 
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several grades may also given together. 
Games—Simple games serve beget 
friendly feeling. planning for these games, there 
should some educational principle, for instance the 
game saw.” This provides for imitation, correct Eng- 
lish, rapidity action. All attempts cheating should 
thoroly discouraged. The child who persists should 
barred from the game.

TIME AND EFFORT

teachers and foolish courses study 
barred, may not one safely say that the greatest waste 
our school system due the general deadness ard 
lack enthusiasm the average dis- 
taste for lack real interest the work closes the 
children’s minds impressions the shutter 
camera keeps out the light. You may, dint great 
pains and hammering succeed prying the shutter open. 
And have distorted ruined picture reward 
efforts! But you are sensible, you use the little lever 
which moves the shutter, and accomplish your end 
easily, quickly and much more certainly. The little lever 
named Interest, Enthusiasm, Joy Work! opens 
shutters, makes the sun shine, reveals new vistas, 
motes good fellowship. All these things does. And 
the accruing from its use are manifold. Alas! 
What sadder thing the world than teach class 
children something they not wish learn. And what 
more difficult? Nor the highest salary ever paid 
sufficient remunerate one for being scold! the 
other hand, what more joyful than work with grorp 
youngsters clamorous and eager learn little birds 
for food? Such Utopian state except its 
rarity. Whose fault it? Why should children wish 
learn lot abstractions which they may not under 
stand, the bare chance that some day these abstrac- 
tions will useful them, because they will net 
“pass” they not learn them, because all children 
have learn these things while they are young? Are 
obliged fall back these over-worked motives? 
Even when children docile and willing learn are 
they sufficient stir them into real activity? No. Real 
thinking comes only response need. 

really wish reduce waste minimum and 
insure any permanency results from our arithmetic 
teaching, “up us” create such need. And 
how shall it? Let the interests our children 
determine the nature the problems give them. 
Let the textbook our guide, not our captor. This 
abide its teachings and still conform the course 
study. All one has look ahead the book 
far enough know what kind problems give and 
stimulate the class bring in.

Until you actually work thru such problem one 
the foregoing, you cannot really appreciate all the 
data, all the definite effort involves. The child keeps 
working such problem until solves it, because 
wants find out the answer. his labor any the less 
stimulating his morals because has motive? 

Individual problems are not always necessary. 
entire class may interested the same problem. Here 
one reprinted from Vol. No. the School Recerd 
the Winnetka Public Schools: 

Problem Fencing the School Garden Lot—In our 
arithmetic class planned fence the school garden 
lot for our November work. First went class 
and measured it. The dimensions are feet, inches 
186 feet. Then found how many posts would 
required, leaving four-foot space for gate. Next 
found the cost posts 29c each. 
After that found how much lumber would re- 
quired. There were 2x4’s and 4x4’s required. Then 
picked out the fence and gate. The figure the 
labor was $16.00. The posts cost $17.11. The lumber 
(464 feet) $25.00 per cost $11.60. The fence (463 
feet) foot cost $37.04. The gate cost $2.85. The 
total cost was $84.60.—V. Seventh Grade. 

And before any one ejaculates, “What! take whole 
month work that problem!” just list the topics and 
processes involved its solution and also consider the 
innumerable supplementary problems which may 
brought develop and fix the different points. The 
class which “fenced the school garden lot” also figured 
out the price redecorating the Domestic Arts Labora- 
tory and regularly join with the superintendent’s 
stenographer adding the monthly school accounts. 

objection may said, children come from 
poor district. They not have garden plots. Their 
fathers not buy automobiles. The girls have new 
spring dresses. But these children live. They have their 
own peculiar interests matter where they live. They 
may not understand about raising chickens, but they 
know about peddling papers, the price milk, the cost 
living and many other things. Wherever teach 
there are local possibilities whose employment not 
only legitimate but imperative are succeed 
making our work vital.

But where will you find these ideas being put into prac- 
Some reasons why might try these suggestions have 
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been given. Why should not? Will child learn 
any the less rapidly because gager learn? Will 
process mastered any the less thoroly because 
introduced means working out problem child 


wishes solve? Are problems rising out his own 
needs and experiences any less suitable for him solve 


than problems whose setting absolutely foreign his 
comprehension? 

There one very fine thing about having only one 
book class, and that one the teacher’s head, 
rather than her hand: makes some sort instruc- 
tion inevitable. let get away from mere bookish- 
ness! may schooling. not education.

‘THE INDIGO BUNTING 
Mabel Osgood Wright Audubon Leaflet 


Rich color the chief attribute that sets the Indigo 
Bunting apart from its kin the tribe Sparrows and 
Finches. 

Blue that decided tone, and not bluish gray, 
one the rarest hues among the birds temperate 
zones; for one may count the really blue birds the 
eastern United States upon the fingers one hand. 

His Family 

This Bunting belongs the tree-loving and tree-nest-

The 
Sparrows, sober stripes, nest near the ground, 
and their plumage blends with brown grass, twigs, and 
the general earth coloring, illustrating very directly the 
theory color-protection, while the birds brilliant 
plumage invariably keep more closely the trees. 

size, the Indigo Bunting ranks with the small Spar- 
rows, coming grade between the Field- and Song- 
Sparrows, and being only slightly larger than the Chip- 
pie. The female wears modification the Sparrow 


garb, the upper parts being ashy brown without stripes, 
the under parts grayish white washed and very faintly 
streaked with dull brown, the wings and tail feathers 
having some darker edges and markings.

Mr. Forbush, his valuable book 
Useful Birds and Their Protection, credits the 
Bunting with being consumer the larvae the 
mischievous brown-tail moth; but, whatever service 
may insect destroyer, its service the year thru 
consumer weed seeds, common with the rest 
its tribe, beyond dispute. 
His Song 

The voice the Indigo Bunting pretty rather than 
impressive, and varies much individuals. consists 
series hurried canary-like notes repeated con- 
stantly and rising key, but, mind, never reach- 
ing the dignity being called impressive song. Yet 
this point opinions differ, and Wilson calls vigor- 
ous and pretty good songster. mounts the highest 
top tree, and chants for half hour time. Its 
song not one continuous strain, but repetition 
short notes, commencing loud and rapid and falling 
almost imperceptible gradations, for six eight sec- 
onds, until they seem hardly articulate, the little 
minstrel were quite exhausted; and, after pause half 
minute less, commences before.” Then, too, the 
Indigo bird sings with much animation the month 
July the month May, and not infrequently 
continues his song until the last August. 


Nuttall writes that tho usually shy the Indigo bird 
during the nesting season more frequently seen near 
habitations than remote thickets: “Their favorite re- 
sort the garden, where, from the topmost branch 
some tall tree that the whole wide landscape, 
the male regularly pours out his lively chant, and con- 
tinues for considerable length time. Nor this 
song confined the cool and animating dawn morn- 
ing, but renewed and still more vigorous during the 
noon-day summer. This lively strain com- 
posed repetition short notes, which, commencing 
loud and rapid, and then slowly falling, descend almost 
minute, when the song again continued before. 


“In the village Cambridge, Mass., have seen one 
these azure, almost celestial musicians, regularly chant 
the inmates tall dwelling-house from the 
the chimney the tall fork the lightning-rod. 
have also heard Canary, within hearing, repeat and 
imitate the low lisping trill the Indigo bird, whose 
warble indeed often resembles that this species.” 


This combination musical ability, lovely plumage 
and its seed-eating qualities long since has made the 
Indigo Bunting danger extermination, thru the 
fact its being universally, thruout the South, captured 
and sold cage-bird, both for home use and for ex- 
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port. that section the bird called “blue pop,” 
corruption “bleu pape,” “pope,” the 
Thomas Nuttall ard Alexander Wilson, both writing 
the early years 1800, speak the Indigo Bunting 
one the most familiar cage birds. Not only 
this traffic existed since the days Wilson, but, until 
very few years ago, when the Audubon movement began 
power, this Bunting, together with its cousin, the 
Bunting, Nonpareil, the Cardinal 
Grosbeak and the Mocking-bird were listed and sold, 
matter course, every bird-dealer the country. 

Oh, the untold misery and waste this caging and 
selling free-born birds! only one grade less 
direct slaughter than killing them trim bonnet. 
While the sufferings the bonnet-bird have ended with 
its life, those the caged bird have only begun the 
door closes behind him. 

few exceptional cases, where birds the care 
those who are both able and willing make their sur- 
roundings endurable, count nothing against the gen- 
eral condemnation the practice caging birds born 
wild. Those who have known, experience 
caring for wounded sick birds, exactly what incessant 
watchfulness necessary keep them alive, realize 
how impossible that this care should given them 
the average purchaser. 

Birds born and reared captivity, like the Canary, are 
the only ones that real humanity should keep behind 
bars. There more condemnable habit than allow- 
ing children take nestlings any kind, and try 
feed and rear them; disaster overtakes the parents, 
responsible adult should the one endeavor suc- 
cor the brood. 

Nominally, the traffic caged wild birds has ceased; 
actually, has not; nor will until every bird-lover 
feels himself responsible for staying the hand that would 
rob the nest, whether that the ignorant little 
pickaninny the South, who climbs the vine outside 
the window where you are wintering, and sees the 
four young Mockers the nest just under the sill 
prospective dollar, the child home, who likes ex- 
periment for few days with pets and then forgets them, 
the wily dealer, who sells sub rosa what dares not 
exhibit. quarter any class who make prisoners 
the wild, outside the Zoological Gardens private 
aviaries where the proper conditions exist. 

Any free citizen prefers death loss liberty, and 
even the literalists will, least, allow this human qual- 
ity Citizen Bird, while proves that she who 
either cages buys the captive wholly lack the 
spiritual quality.

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THE USE STORIES SCHOOL 


Anna Mae Brady, State Normal School, Madison, South Dakota 


THEIR EDUCATIONAL VALUE 


Before the days schools teachers, people were 
instructed thru stories. Even before writing came into 
use there were stories and story-tellers. These min- 
strels, bards they were called, traveled from place 
place entertaining, amusing and unconsciously 
structing the people. They paid for their food and 
lodging telling their stories, and history tells how 
they were welcomed everywhere. These simple hearted 
people loved gather round the story-teller sum- 
mer evening after the day’s work was over and listen 
the deeds their great heroes some nature myth. 
The soft murmur the wind among the trees, the 
slanting shadows the grass, the fading light—all had 
their influence the listeners. And when the winter 
they sat around open fire and heard the wandering 
minstrel tell the outside world, they saw again the 
scenes which told pictured the glowing coals 
the grate. These story-tellers were surely true teach- 
ers, even tho they were unconscious the fact, and they 
did much develop the spiritual well the intel- 
lectual side these primitive people. 

Sometimes they told true stories heroism, which 
later were re-told from generation generation. Again 
their stories were only bit fancy but very real 
their audience. These people believed fairies, giants, 
and many gods nature, and their belicf manifests 
itself the stories they have handed down us. 

These minstrels wandered from country country 
and thus the same stories came known different 
localities. But the re-telling and the translation 
from language language they were changed some 
respects. Thus come have several versions the 
same story. 

The people those days had little opportunity 
hear the outside world. The story-teller brought 
them news their neighbors over the mountains and 
then turn told the affairs their community 
some other stopping place. All this had its educative 
value. 

Just how the different kinds stories originated 
course unknown, but the great hero tales doubt 
can trace their origin some deed bravery which 
was re-told and idealized the years went by. Every 
race has one these brave heroes about whom revolve 
the folk tales the race. always strong and 
mighty, veritable giant strength but heart 
pure and gentle child. Then the fairy tales 
imagine must have been created the fanciful mind 
the What story-teller has not felt her 
power she gazed into the interested faces her audi- 
ence and has had difficulty keeping within the bounds 


her story? doubt that very feeling explains the. 


origin fairy tales. can not but believe that the 
twilight, the shadows and the murmuring wind all had 
their influence. 

These stories long ago have great educational value 
for grownups well children, for them may 
seen picture these people, their homes, their wars, 
their customs, their likes and dislikes and their beliefs. 

well known fact that the development the 
child parallels that the race. Therefore the story 
was factor the education the primitive people 
will much for the child. 

his imagination, cultivates his emotions, explains life, 
prepares him read expressively, organizes his think- 
ing, and introduces him the tradition the race, 
and last but not least gives him pleasure. 

Realizing then the value stories the education 
children, come most important question. 


“What stories shall tell?” have not the time nor 
the opportunity tell all the good stories and 
must give great deal thought the selection the 
few are give. Children love stories and will listen 
almost any story, but want select the ones that 
have the most cultural value, the ones that have stood 
the test time. These old stories are the product 
many minds and are much more value than the aver- 
age product one mind. 

There are, too, stages the child’s development that 
call for certain types stories. The story-teller must 
understand and recognize these and must plan her work 
accordingly. The tiny tot interested the jingles 
Mother Goose and later the fairy tale. His imagina- 
tion very active this stage, and fairy tales seem 
furnish: just the material needs. But grows 
older less imaginative. skeptical. de- 
mands true stories, and here that hero tales meet 
his needs. The old, old sages fill him with delight. 
revels those which portray great daring and heroism. 
scorns anything bordering upon the romantic. The 
next stage that adolescence, and here turns 
romance and chivalry, and demands tales that 
often time for religious awakening, because 
increased emotional capacity. 

When the story has been carefully selected, taking into 
consideration the age and the needs the children, the 
next step the preparation. can not all success- 
ful story-tellers, true, but can much 
will study the story until are able live again its 
scenes. study over and over does not mean mem- 
orizing it, for that not creative. But the story-teller 
must have vivid picture that she will able 
interpret terms her own understanding. Then 
when she comes tell she must have faith herself. 
She must feel that she master the situation. Her 
audience will then respond and will recognize her 
their leader. 

Such careful selection, preparation and telling some 
these old stories are bound have powerful influ- 
ence for good the lives the children.

WORD CARD AND WORD HOLDERS 


Alice Sawyer, present Supervisor Primary 
Education, Seattle, Wash., the author most valu- 
able book helps primary reading, entitled “Five 
Messages Teachers Primary The book 
published Rand, McNally Co., Chicago.

How Make Word Cards and Word Holders 

making the holder, let teachers proceed follows: 

Take sheet stiff tagboard 22x28 inches, obtained 
slight cost any printing office. Rule crosswise, 
leaving spaces four inches wide. Next, cut strips 
tagboard inches. Just above line the 
large sheet paste one these strips, putting glue 
the ends and lower edge only, forming shallow pocket. 
The pockets thus made are word holders, which may 
employed variety devices with word cards made 
follows: 


With rubber pen the rubber end lead pencil, 
write words strips cardboard inches, making 
letters least two inches high. the back each 
card, small letters, write the work duplicate for 
the teacher’s use. devices given below speak 
cards thus made “large word cards.” Keep list 
words written upon these cards (one word card), 
and keep the words date with new ones brought 
out reading lessons. 


Devices with Large Word Cards 


Hold cards before the class, one time, and 
have them recite concert; have one child answer 
time until all the room have had turn; have 
one child stand and recite until makes mistake, 
when another takes his place; let one row recite 
time, the whole row standing the teacher turns 
card toward the first child, one after another sitting 
recites; let the two sides the room vie with 
each other see which can pronounce the most words 
correctly. 


The effectiveness the above work depends largely 
upon the manner which the teacher handles the cards. 
She should hold them front her and shift them 
quickly, depending upon the small words written the 
side toward her corresponding the large words 
are turned the view pupils. 


Pass pupils small cards containing words corre- 


sponding those the large cards. Hold large 
card and let the child (or possibly several) who has the 
same word his small card bring the teacher; 
let him hold under the large card, compare, 
and then pronounce the word all can hear. 

Vary this exercise writing word the board, 
while the pupils observe, instead holding large 
card. 

Place the cards row the ledge the board, 
having the class pronounce the word each the 
teacher puts down. Pronounce words, asking differ- 
ent pupils pass and get the cards containing them.

this our twentieth century, when all education 
being carried according well-defined and improved 
methods, the Catholic teacher should fully convinced 
that religion, which the central subject the whole 
curriculum, must also taught the same manner.

erates into mere mechanical act. When the teacher ex- 
plains that, this act, make our faith 
God the Father, who has created us; God the Son, who 
has redeemed us; and God the Holy Ghost, who has 
sanctified us, the mind the child begins open new 
ideas which grow time advances.

The les- 
son becomes more impressive when the children are told 
that with the sacred sign, the martyrs went forth 
battle with the wild beasts the amphitheatre; walked 
calmly the stake burned; bowed their necks 
the sword and exposed their bodies the lash.” Further- 
more, the extensive use that the Church makes the 
sign the cross shows its efficacy. “All the sacraments 
are administered with the use the sign the cross 
least once. Baptism, made fourteen times; Ex- 
treme Unction, seventeen times.” Thus, the beginning 
our life’s journey, this sacred sign put upon us, 
during life our invincible armor, and with our 
bodies are sealed for glorious resurrection. What 
strong weapon the teacher puts into the hands her 
pupils when she makes them realize the benefits derived 
from the reverential making the sign the cross. 

The Mass being the highest act worship, 
paramount importance that the ceremonies performed 
during its celebration well understood. will both 
interesting and instructive, for the children learn, that 
the various articles used Mass have some symbolical 
meaning. Thus, the teacher should explain that the altar 
represents the table which our Lord instituted the 
Blessed Sacrament; that the crucifix reminds the 
bloody sacrifice the cross; that the lights are symboli- 
cal our divine Savior, the true light the world, 
the faith which enlightens, hope which aspires, and char- 
ity which should always burn our hearts. They may 
also serve remind the persecution the early 
Christians, who were forced offer the Holy Sacri- 
fice the dark recesses the catacombs. 

The explanation the symbolical significance the 
sacred lines and vestments will 
gent the articles are shown the children when their 
meaning interpreted. The colors the vestments also 
afford abundant matter for instruction. The teacher 
should show that which used indicate innocence and 
spiritual joy and used feasts the Lord and such 
saints who were not martyrs; that red signifies love 
God and martyrdom, and is, therefore, used Whitsun- 
tide and the feasts martyrs; that green signifies 
hope eternal life, and used the Sundays after 
Epiphany and Pentecost and when other feast occurs; 
violet signifies humility and penance, and is, therefore, 
used during Lent and Advent and fast-days when 
other feast celebrated that day; black the 
color sorrow, and used Good Friday and 
Masses for the dead. 

The sacred vessels, too, need explained. “The 
Chalice which destined contain the precious blood 
the Redeemer, may regarded the tomb the Sa- 
viour; the fact that made gold may serve 
admonition adorn our hearts with the gold divine 
charity, order that Holy Communion may 
worthily receive Christ our hearts.” The Paton may 
remind the stone that closed the holy sepulchre.

Fire Drill Schools.

children comprehend the different parts the Holy Mass 
proper. For example, that the Introit Entrance 
called because formerly was sung when the bishop 
entered church; that the Kyrie prayer for mercy, 
addressed the Blessed Trinity; that the Gloria 
solemn song praise the triune God, and begins with 
the words the angel the birth Christ. Standing 
the Gospel sign reverence for the word God 
and expression our willingness follow it. “Sym- 
bolically, the torches upheld the Gospel typify Christ 
LUX Light, that enlightened every 
man that cometh into this world.” Liturgically considered, 
the uplifted lights are high form ecclesiastical rever- 
ence, mark peculiar ritual honor paid the words 
our Lord. like manner, the other parts the Mass 
should explained.
